The Labor Party ‘countered 
those charges by stating that the 
current Histadrut leadership is 
the one that owes Labor millions 
of shekels. ᾿ 

The debt, Labor’ spokesman 
Yoram Dori said, was accumulat- - 
ed over the past six years, and 
represented election funding that 
all Histadrut factions received. 

Histadrut legal adviser Yaron 
Kedar and comptroller's office 
director Dr. Aliza Schloss yester- 
day gave police evidence indicat- 
ing illegal transactions and suspi- " 
cions of criminal offenses. 

The findings include nine in- 
voices totaling NIS 765,444 from 
the Histadrut-owned Mifalei Tar- 
but Vehinuh company for five 
election-related projects, and La- 
bor Party debts to the Histadrut 
of NIS 1.4 million. ἀν 

The comptroller is now investi- 
gating the possible use of Hista- 
drut properties for the primaries. 


In addition, the police are al- 
ready probing Histadrut pay- 
ments to the Ranir company, 
which may indicate that Hista- 
drut funds were used for non- 
Histadrut activities, including the 
political promotion of certain 
people or bodies. :

SIGNIFICANT gaps remain 
between Israel and Syria. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
indicated yesterday. as he 
criticized much of a CNN re- 
port that said a breakthrough 
in negotiations was occurring. 

Rabin said the Syrians may 
have leaked the report to try 
to create a favorable environ- 
ment when Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher visits 
both Jerusalem and Damas- 
cus next week. 

A Syrian Foreign Ministry 
official said the CNN report 
was baseless. 

“As far as I know, this was a 
leak from sources close to the 
Syrians.” Rabin told reporters. 

Rabin said parts of the report 
had ‘some basis, and there were 
some components with no basis." 
He said thé report was “missing 
cardinal issues, about which 
there is so far no resolution be- 
tween Syria and Israel.“ 

Syria denied the CNN report. 

“The details included in the 
CNN report about alleged agree- 
ment between Syria and Israel 
concerning security arrange- 
ments in the occupied Syrian Go- 
fan Heights are totally untrue and 


“* fatseless,”” a Senior Foreign Min- 


istry official said. 

In December, the military 
chiefs of both countries met in 
Washington to discuss key securi- 
ty arrangements for a peace ac- 
cord, but Syria has refused to re- 
new any direct contact since then, 
saying Israeli positions are unac- 
ceptable. Instead, Syrian Ambas- 
sador to the US Walid Moualem 
has held talks with Clinton ad- 
ministration officials. 

Israeli officials are concerned 
that, instead of providing any 
substantive suggestions to move 
talks ahead, Syria will merely of- 
fer Christopher a procedural vic- 
tory by resuming talks between 
military commanders. 

CNN said Israel and Syria are 
considering a proposal to demili- 
tarize a 10-km-wide strip be- 
tween their forces, with an addi- 
tional three kilometers on either 
side to be partly demilitarized. 

Israeli analysts ridiculed this 
distance as a basis for Israeli-Syri- 
an demilitarization. Assuming Is- 
rael would yield the entire Golan, 
this proposal would leave a good 
portion of the 25-kilometer wide 
Golan militarized. 

Dr. Dore Gold, author of a 
monograph on Golan security ar- 
rangements for Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity’s Jaffee Center for Strategic 


Studies said: “The distance pro- 
posed on CNN is far less than 
what already exists under the 
1974 disengagement agreement. 

“Under the "74 accord, there 
are severe limits on the Syrian 
offensive ground capability 20 ki- 
lometers inside southern Syria, as 
well as 25 kilometers of limita- 
tions on the deployment of sur- 
face-to-air missile systems,"’ 
Gold said. “Israel obtained this 
while sitting on the Golan. [t cer- 
tainly would not insist upon less if 
it would have to get off the 
Heights.” 

Since it would be surrendering 
much or all of the Heights to 
Syria in any deal, ‘Israel wants 
“asymmetrical” demilitarization 
and limited-forces zones that 
would be to its advantage. terms 
that Damascus has yet to accept. 

A second difference between 
the two countries relates to the 
early-warning system on Mt. 
Hermon. In a recent speech, 
Housing Minister Binyamin Ben- 
Eliezer said Israel would not ac- 
cept a proposal whereby the US 
took its place on the mountain 
and relayed intelligence data. 
Ben-Eliezer indicated Israel 
would not want to put itself in the 
position of total reliance on the 
US for information on Syrian 
troop movements. 

Syrian has reportedly rejected 
any continued Israeli presence on 
a Syrian Golan. 

A third dispute between the 
two sides regards the cuts in the 
standing armies. According to 
the London-based International 
Institute for Strategic Studies, 
Syria has 12 standing military di- 
visions against three Israeli per- 
manent divisions. Israel relies 
much more on reserves, making 
it more vulnerable during the first 
48 hours of a surprise attack. Is- 
rae] would like Syria to restruc- 
ture its forces to resemble Israel's 
more, reducing the prospects of a 
surprise attack. 

A fourth difference between 
the two sides, which officials are 
confident will be overcome, is 
Syria’s favoring UN troops to en- 
sure the military annex of a peace 
treaty is observed. Israel wants 
the US to serve as part of a multi- 
national force that would moni- 
tor the agreement. 

Both Syria and Israel say any 
Golan deal would include south- 
ern Lebanon. Rabin has said that 
Israel would leave southern Leb- 
anon six to nine months after the 
Syrians have disarmed Hizbullah, 
and the Lebanese Army has suc- 
cessfully taken up Hizbullah’s 


positions. 


Kabbalist prays for economic upturn 


CANCELLATION of the stock 
market tax didn’t work. Reduc- 
ing interest rates didn’t work. So 
40 people jammed into a small 
Jerusalem yeshiva yesterday and 
recited kabbalistic prayers in the 
hope that God would rescue the 
country’s economy. 

“In the last few months a num- 
ber of people have come to the 
head of the yeshiva with econom- 
ic problems,” said Rabbi Yitzhak 
Basri, one of the organizers of 
the prayer gathering. 

“People came complaining 
that they lost a lot of money in 
the stock market, or that their 
businesses went under. So the 
rabbi decided to devote ἃ special 
day of prayer to the issue,” he 
Said. 

“The rabbi" is his father, Rab- 
bi David Basri, a Jerusalem kab- 
balist and head of Yeshivat Ha- 
shalom. The elder Basri. wearing 
two pairs of tefillin, led the ser- 
vice, reading a number of prayers 
beseeching God for a good liveli- 
hood, In front of him were 160 
coins of pure silver, which his son 
said were needed for the service. 

“These are not prayers for the 
return of the stock exchange to 
what it used to be,” Yitzhak 
Basri said. “The prayers are that 
the people who lost will regain 
their money, somewhere else if 


necessary. . 
᾿ Basri said he doesn’t think that

this type of prayer gathering 
means that people are desperate. 
“Je just means they came to the 
realization that there is no choice 
but to turn to the Master of the 
Universe, the One who provides 
livelihoods.” 

Those who poked their head 
into the doorway of the yeshiva 
were waved in by one of Basri’s 
aides. They were told to light a 
candle in memory of Rabbi Meir 


Baal Haness and gave their name 
and their mother’s name to a 
clerk, who passed it on to the 
rabbi so he could pray on the 
person's behalf.

Israel to participate

CAIRO (AP) = Israel will partici- 
pate in Egypt's annual trade fair 
for the first time since 1986, when 
gunmen killed an Israeli Embassy 
employee and wounded three 
others as they left the 
fairgrounds.

Mayhem as UN withdraws 
from Mogadishu airport

MAYHEM erupted at Mogadi- 
shu’s airfield yesterday after UN 
troops abandoned the outer pe- 
rimeter and hundreds of gun- 
men and looters invaded, 
watched by US and Italian ma- 
rines from beach redoubts. 

Somali militias in **technical™ 
cars mounted with mortars and 
anti-aircaft guns, backed by un- 
armed UN-trained local police. 
fired wildly in the air to clear 
hordes of looters from the for- 
mer peacekeepers’ base. 

US and Italian marines dived 
for cover behind sand dunes as 
bullets whistled over their 
heads. 

They fired warning shots over 
the heads of militias but it did 
not seem as if Somalis were try- 
ing to attack them, witnesses 


said. 

Several grenade or mortar 
bombs exploded on the south- 
em end of the runway. It was 
unclear who fired these but So- 
malis said it could have been 
other militia gangs angry at not 
being in on the plunder. 

US Super Cobra attack heli- 
copters swooped over the chaot- 
ic scene and a “Spectre” AC- 
130 gunship plane could also be 
seen circling in the sky. 

Events began at dawn, when 
the rearguard of 1,500 Paki- 
stanis pulled back from the out- 
er walls of the airfield base ina 
long convoy of tanks and ar- 


mored vehicles bound for the

Somali militias outside the 
airport gates and local unarmed 
police inside the airport had 
been positioned to stop crowds 
from invading the area. 

But the looters scaled the 
walls and picked their way 
through deserted warehouses 
and old troop camps, stealing 
everything from rations to 
mattresses. 

Militias then entered the air- 
port in “technicals” ~ violating 
warnings by US forces that they 
keep them in the streets outside. 

The militias chased unarmed 


looters and their heavy-handed 
tactics seemed to be effective in 
clearing people away. 

“Take care and come back 
when we've cleared the area,” 
said one militia at the airport 
gates: 


Seconds later a “technical” 
behind him let loose with its 
double-barrelled anti-aircraft 
gun. The deafening burst scat- 
tered crowds but they were back 
almost immediately, hoping for 
some way to get past. 

Somalis said the militias, de- 
stroyers of their country over 
four years of ethnic feuding, 
were actually deployed by lead- 
ers trying to ensure the peaceful 
departure of US-led forces.

Dudayev government: Humanitarian 
aid not reaching victims of Chechnya war 


GROZNY., Russia (AP) ~ Inter- 
national aid for victims of the war 
in Chechnya has all been sold on 
the black market or seized by the 
Russian army, Dzhokhar Du- 
dayev’s government was quoted 
yesterday as saying. 

“In fact, not a single percent of 
humanitarian aid reaches Chech- 
nya,” Movladi Udugov, director 
of Dudayev's press service, told 
the Interfax news agency. 

The Chechen Foreign Ministry 
said the bulk of the aid is sold for 
profit in the North Caucasus re- 
gion, and that some aid is piling 
up outside Chechnya without be- 
ing distributed. 

The Russian government and 
several international agencies 
provide aid to refugees who have 
left Chechnya. Aid inside Chech- 


nya has been limited by the sever- 
ity of fighting in the nearly three- 
month-old war. 

A government official yester- 
day acknowledged delays in de- 
liveries of humanitarian aid to 
Chechnya. Mikhail Timoshkin, 
first deputy director of the For- 
eign Ministry's consular division, 
blamed them on organizational 
problems, according to the 
ITAR-Tass news agency. 

As Russian troops tighten their 
ring around Grozny, federal offi- 
cials maintain they are keeping a 
close eye on Dudayev and expect 
to catch him soon. But a top Rus- 
sian intelligence chief declined 
Tuesday to predict when Dzhok- 
har Dudayev might be arrested.

The arrest of Raul Salinas, 48, 
comes just four days after the 
attorney general's office an- 
nounced it had arrested a second 
gunman in the murder of presi- 
dential candidate Colosio. Until 
his death at a campaign rally in 
Tijuana. Colesio had been the 
favorite to succeed Carlos Salinas 
as president. 

With the political vacuum 
caused by the death, Carlos Sali- 
nas then turned to Zedillo as his 
handpicked PRI candidate. Ze- 
dillo, an economist, went on to 
easily win the presidential 
contest. ᾿

Thousands found in 
Rwandan mass graves 


KIGALI, Rwanda (Reuter) - 
Thousands of decomposed 
corpses -- including opposition 
party leaders -- have been un- 
earthed in Rwandan mass graves, 
the latest ghoulish evidence of 
last year's genocide. a senior gov- 
ermment official said yesterday. 

“This is the reality of Rwanda: 
graves with so many bodies we 
can only only count the skulls," 
said the Rwanda army's chief po- 
litical commissar, Colonel Frank 
Mugambage. 

Some 4,500 skulls had been 
counted so far. 

The colonel told Reuters the new 
graves, including that of Frederic 
Nzamurambaho, leader of the So- 
cial Democratic Party were first dis- 
covered last Friday in the grounds 
of Kigali’s central hospital. 

_Workmen who went τὸ the hos- 
pital on Friday to repair its drain- 
age system initially came across 
one mass grave but by yesterday 
up to 20 graves had been dug up, 


Mugamisgs added. : 
zamurambaho's decomposed 
body, its skull shattered, was dis- 
covered in a hospital refrigerator. 
buried on a vegetable plot near 
the main hospital complex. 

His son Raymond identified 
the body and told Reuters: “I will 
give him a dignified burial in a

Bosmat. a new brard- 
name in fresh herbs exclusive to 
Blue Square Co-op, declares on 
its label that the line is “free of 
pesticide residues." The grower 
does not, however, claim to prac- 
tice organic farming. 

Bosmat Herbs (Taviinei Bos- 
mat) are grown in greenhouses in 
the Negev, mainly for export to 
European markets. They will be 
carried locally by all of Blue 
Square's Super Co-op supermar- 
kets and some Hyper Co-op 
branches. The herbs are sold in 
transparent plastic cylinders, la- 
beled in Hebrew only. In addi-

* ton to being free of pesticide res- 


idves, Bosmat declares that its 
fresh herbs are also free of insects 
and disease, in accordance with 
the standards of the European 
market. 

The Food Service Administra- 
tion of the Health Ministry con- 
firms that there were some scat- 
tered findings last year of high 
pesticide levels in locally grown 
herbs and soup greens. 

{τ also confirms there were 
cases in which Israeli herbs were 
returned from European markets 
for excessive pesticide residues. 

However, the same source says 
that the situation has significantly 
improved lately. The ministry pe- 
riodically tests samples of herbs 
and other fresh greens taken both 
from the fields and from retail 
shops. 

. It welcomes the trend toward 
brand-name recognition in herbs, 
which will encourage producers 
to comply with pesticide limits. 

The Bosmat line at the Co-op 
chain will include eight types: 
chives (irit in Hebrew), tarragon, 
oregano. thyme (koranit), basil 
(basilicum), mint (nana), rose- 
mary (rosmarin), and sage 
(marva). At Blue Square 
stores. the Bosmat herbs will sell 
for NTS 3.50 for a cylinder hold- 
ing 100 to 120 grams. 


“AN APPLE a day keeps the 
doctor away” seems to be the 
motto of the Upper Galilee fac- 
tory called Nature's Snacks 
("Hatifirn min Hateva’’), All of its 
new products, and some of its old 
ones. contain apples. Its love af- 
fair with the apple may have 
something to do with the fact that 
the factory is owned by two Gali- 
Jee kibbutzim (Ayelet Hashahar 
and Menara). plus the D.R.B. 
Investment Company. 

Nature's Snacks has just come 
out with its first two types of 
granola: Granola with Apples. 
and Granola with Apples and 
Cinnamon. These products are 
said to contain “at least 20% 
fruit” - namely. dehydrated ap- 
ples of the sweevsour Granny 
Smith strain. The granola tastes 
good, presuming you like apples. 

The plastic jars of Nature's 
Granola contain 350 grams and 
retail for NIS 9.50 at the chain 
stores. Future planned flavors 
are Granola with Apple and 
Plum, and Granola with Apple 
and Banana. 

The factory's best known prod- 
uct is “Pri TV.” produced under 
the Osem label. a crispy snack 
food consisting of dried slices of 
apple or pear. 

Just in time for Purim baking, 
Nature’s Snacks has come out 
with glass jars of apple filling 
(mahit tapuhim) and poppyseed 
filling (mahit pereg). 1 tried bak- 
ing a few hamantaschen with 
ready-made dough and the 
poppvseed filling. Unfortunately. 
this so-called poppyseed filling 
has a decidedly apple flavor. No 
wonder. Its first-listed ingredient 
is apples! After this. I didn't have 
the strength to try the apple fill- 


ing, made from Galilee-grown 
Granny Smiths. This flavor sells 
for NIS 8.95 for 610 grams, while 
the poppyseed version is 
NIS 9.90 for 630 grams, 

One point in their favor: These 
pastry fillings are said to keep 
well after opening, even without 
refrigeration. 


OSEM HAS removed the mono- 
sodium glutamate from its “Ha- 
mim Ve-ta'im™ (hot and tasty) 
dehydrated casserole line. This 
follows the success of the MSG- 
free formulas in its “Bayit Ham™ 
(warm house) and “Rega Ham™ 
(warm instant) soups and _ its

instant meals. 

In the Hamim Ve-ta'im casse- 
role dishes, dehydrated vegeta- 
bles and natural spices replace 
the missing monosodium gluta- 
mate as flavoring agents, Osem 
says.

Spread is not really intended for 
spreading on bread. It’s a choles- 
terol-free, parve substitute for 
garlic butter, meant as a cooking 
agent. I tried making garlic bread 
by spreading some on a partially- 
sliced baguette before toasting in 
the oven. It was very tasty. and 
indistinguishable from a control 
batch made with real butter and 
garlic powder. 

In other uses, you can heat up 
Jenny's Garlic Spread with grat- 
ed cheese as a topping for pasta, 
or insert it into baked potatoes in 
aluminum foil about 10 minutes 
before they are done. 

Since it’s parve, it can also be 
used to fry sausages as well as 
vegetables, or can be spread over 
steaks for a barbecue.

Sold exclusively at Hypersbuk, 
the Food Club products are 
cheaper than the well-known 
American brands. “I can't sell 
ketchup from Food Club at the 
Price of Heinz,” Dovrat 
observes, 

For instance, a 790-ml. bottle 
of Food Club Ketchup sells for 
NIS 8.75. A 940-gram jar of 
Food Club Mayonnaise sells for 
NIS 9.95 -- making it almost iden- 
tical in price to the local Telma 
Mayonnaise in a one-kilo jar at 
just over NIS 10. 

Most of the Food Club break- 

fast cereals are in the range of 
NIS 9 to NIS 10 per box, making 
them cheaper than most import- 
ed brands - though you must 
carefully compare types and 
weights. I was not overwhelmed 
by a sample of Food Club's Rai- 
sin Bran. On the other hand, I 
found the Honey Graham crack- 
ers quite enjoyable. There is a 
recipe (in English) on the box for 
ἃ chocolate pudding pie with gra- 
ham cracker crust. 
_ Other all-American products 
include peanut butter, shoestring 
potato sticks, chocolate chip and 
oatmeal cookies, and a low-caio- 
tie maple syrup. Hypershuk is 
importing over 40 products from 
Topco with the Food Club name 
or with its other brandnames, in- 
cluding both Mega and Pet Club 
products for dogs. 

All the food products for hu- 
mans carry American kashrut 
certification, most with the well- 
known O-U, and all with the ad- 
ditional endorsement of the Is- 
raeli Chief Rabbinate. 


TELMA'S “Kariot” (pillows) isa 
new breakfast cereal, said to be 
an original development by the 
local firm. 

The crunchy bite-sized, pillow- 
shaped pieces of cereal have 2 
nougat filling (i.e. hazeJnut 
cream), as in a filled wafer or 
candy bar. In fact, the whole ex- 
perience is rather like eating can- 
dy in cold milk with a spoon. 

The product is aimed primarily 
at teenagers, though anyone with 
a sweet tooth might appreciate it. 
The little pillows are enriched 
with iron and six vitamins, 

The cream-filled cereal con- 
tains 442 calories per 100 grams, 
compared with 360 calories ΡΞ 
100 grams in ordinary Telm: 
Corn Flakes. 

A 375-gram box of Kariot re- 
tails for NIS 14.45. The box is 
deep blue with colorful lettering, 
and labeling is bilingual. 


UNCLE BEN'’S spaghetti sauces 
are a well-known American 
product, newly available on the 
local market. Imported by Sides 
of Tel Aviv, the sauces are manv- 
factured in Holland and carry the 
hechsher of former IDF chief 
rabbi Mordechai Piron. There 
are three varieties of sauce -- [o- 
mato, tomato with mushroom, 
and tomato with hot peppers. 
The label reads: “Sauce for Spa- 
ghetti Bolognese - just add 
meat.” 

This would be all right, if not 
for the fact that Rabbi Piron has 
authorized these sauces as 
“kasher halavi” - kosher for 
dairy use. It is not clear why, 
since there are no specifically 
dairy ingredients listed. 

The price is NIS 9.90 for a 475 
gram jar of Uncle Ben's sauce. 

The importer says that Uncle 
Ben's sauces account for 43% of 
the world market in the ready- 
sauce field, but my family was not 
impressed. 

They like only my homemade 
sauces on pasta.

Somalis 


withdrawal of the United Nations 

from Somalia is depressing, an anarchic 

coda to the dying theme of a new world 

order, even if the withdrawal is progressing 

properly. Like a well-oiled machine, the US and 

Italian marines swept ashore, securing the UN 

base, the port and airport, while the UN’s Bang- 

ladeshi and Pakistani troops slipped thankfully 
through their lines to homebound ships. 

The overwhelming world consensus is that 
Somalia is a failure for international law and 
order. Americans will not easily forget the 
images of humiliation they thought their coun- 
try had left behind with the clean-cut victory in 
the Gulf War. The pointless loss of 44 young 
soldiers’ lives, American bodies dragged 
through the streets of Mogadishu by howling 
mobs in October 1993, the flawed and fruitless 
manhunt for wanted militia warlord Moham- 
med Farah Aideed. 

Americans have blamed the ever-handy and 
easy scapegoat — the United Nations. Congress 
and its new Republicans are translating that 
anger into legislation to slash American support 
for UN peacekeeping and to curb the White 
House’s ability to put US troops under foreign 
commanders. In politics, perceptions are more 
powerful than facts. There is little hope that the 
perceptions of Americans and their elected rep- 
resentatives will change on the Somali saga. 

Yet some perceptions are just plain wrong. 
The Americans who died in the worst clash in 
Mogadishu in October 1993 were Army special 
forces who were never under UN operational 
contro] or foreign command. Nor was the UN 
alone responsible for the worst mistake in So- 
malia — changing the mission from humanitar- 
jan to peace-enforcing. The United States 
agreed the policy and was equally culpable — in 
fact it was the American forces single-minded 
pursuit of Aideed that exposed US and UN 
forces to the greatest dangers. 

The reason for the change of policy was 
worth debating — namely, that famine relief and 
Somali reconstruction required breaking the 
power of the warring clans. But it was a policy

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Despite the failures, one thing should not be 
forgotten — the UN mission in Somalia saved 
half a million lives and who can put a price on 
that? Also, many hundreds of thousands who 
may not have have starved to death are many 
times healthier than they were when UN food 
and medicines started to arrive in the ravaged 
country three years ago, 

There are many more tests of the United 
.Nations in progress and in the pipeline and it 
would be disastrous if the good work in Somalia 
is buried under unbalanced public perceptions. 
And while it is always easy to criticize the 
sophisticated First World, it should not be for- 
gotten exactly who is responsible for the may- 
hem in Mogadishu. It is Somalis, and only 
Somalis. And, from now on, they have no one 
else to blame but themselves. The world felt 
sorry for them, the world spent §3 billion feed- 
ing and securing them. But their clownish clan 
leaders bit the very hands that fed their own 
people. As King Lear observed, no tooth is quite 
so keen as man’s ingratitude. 

It is not just UN incompetence or American 
isolationism that are ible for growing 
donor fatigue around the world and the unwill- 
ingness of nations to expose their young sol- 
diers to danger under blue helmets. The clans of 
Somalia have this wider responsibility. They 
undoubtedly will refuse to shoulder it, but their 
ingratitude for the good that was done is a major 
contribution to aid weariness and cynicism 
about the United Nations. Gen. John Shalikash- 
vili, chairman of the US Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
put it as bluntly as it needs saying: ‘“You’re on 
your own now, Somalia. I cannot imagine the 
community of nations going back in there.’’ 

At a recent news conference, a journalist 
asked UN officials what happens to Somalia 
now. A voice from the back called ‘‘who 
cares?’’ The brutal answer is becoming clearer 
by the day. Until the Somalis -- and the Bosni- 
ans, and the Angolans — learn to care about their 
own countries and people, they can less and less 
expect others to do so. The Western individual-

Ban on curses challenges free speech

T'S been only four months 

since this town decided to 

light a small candle against 
the dark cloud of incivility that it 
saw settling over the land.

Cursing has been illegal in Rar- 
itan since October, when the bor- 
ough counci) amended the town's 
disorderly conduct ordinance to 
take a stand against the daily as- 
sault of insults, offensive lan- 
guage and just plain bad manners 
that Americans seem to confront 
everywhere. 

And then the town found it was 
the butt of national jokes: the 
town with the Cursing Cops; the 
city you can't even call a hell of a 
city; the borough where you have 
to remember to say nothing 
stronger than “Oh, fudge.” 

There were serious objections 
as well: The American Civil Lib- 
erties Union warned that the or- 
dinance trampled First Amend- 
ment rights. The Raritan police 
chief said it was unconstitutional 
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and he wouldn't enforce it. 

But DeCicco — four years in the 
Marine Corps, 40 years running a 
tavern — is not swayed. ‘They say 
maybe there’s too much govern- 
ment intrusion. But there are 
times when you have to take 
stands.” 

And, despite the jokes, many 
people around the country ap- 
plauded. DeCicco pulls folders 
filled with letters from his desk. 

From Murfreesboro, Tennes- 
see: “We need more good people 
like you.” From Arvada, Colora- 
do: "I think it’s great that you are 
standing against the filth of lan- 
guage that we hear every day.”

He says the ordinance “has a 
chilling effect on free speech, in 
that people engaged in, say, po- 
litical speech, could be concerned 
they've crossed the boundaries 
and engage in self-censorship. It 
threatens the whole theory be- 
hind freedom of speech.” 


Because the law applies to pub- 
lic and private places, Marvin 
Says, citizens could be charged

He could deal with science, but not life

jollowing the surprise suc- 
Fe of Einstein's Dreams, 

Lightman is back. Al- 
though Good Benito is flawed as 
an organic whole, its quirks, in- 
sights and intimate scale make it 
a charming. often moving read. 

The author teaches physics and 
writing at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and science pro- 
vides the laboratory for his ex- 
periments in fiction. 

“Benito” is a childhood nick- 
name for Bennett Lang. who 
when we meet him has just joined 
the physics faculty of a fictional 
Baltimore university. 

Good Benito begins with a 
marvelous set piece, an opening 
gambit that feels as conclusive as 
a savvy short story. The dean 
who has hired Bennett charges 
him with persuading a brilliant, 
elusive fellow physics professor 
to tum over 20 years’ worth of 
unpublished research stuffed in 
file cabinets. 

Amnold Scalapino refuses to 
publish. Think what a Nobel 
Prize would mean to the universi- 
ty. says the dean. 

Bennett accepts the challenge. 
After several rebuffs, Scalapino’s. 
daughter one day admits Bennett 
into their home. The genius is 
monstrously fat and couldn't care 
less about publishing any new 
work. Finally, he grants Bennett 
access to his old papers, but Ben- 
nett can make little headway with 
them. What if be can interest Sca- 
lapino in working out a new prob- 
lem with him. whose results they 
can publish jointly? 

The result of this little experi- 
ment is a major disappointment 
to Bennett, and indicative to the 
reader that things are perhaps not 
going to go so well for our gentle 
hero. 

Lightman immediately creates 
sympathy for Bennett, and yet 
holds him at a discreet distance. 
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This is a deeply affectionate, but 
questioning, portrait of the inner 
life of a scientist. (At times one 
can't help thinking that the emo- 
tions in this book must be 
autobiographical.) 


AFTER LEAVING Scalapino 
and his unpublished papers be- 
hind, Lightman takes the reader 
back to Bennett's childhood in 
Memphis, where he grows up in 
the ‘50s and "60s, enamored of 
science and mathematics. Ben- 
nett's idea of fun is shutting bim- 
self in his bedroom and doing 
math problems. 

Words, however, are more 
problematic for young Bennett. 
He is “terribly confused by what 
people said.” 

This is the central dilemma for 
our scientist. Mathematics and 
logic guarantee an answer. ‘And 
when you found the right answer, 
there was no arguing about it. 
You were right, and everyone 
a you were right.” Life. 
alas, lacks such clarity, Bennett 
discovers. 

Always slightly befuddled, 
Bennett nonetheless gets by on 
his academic prowess. Working 
out equations, he escapes the 
confused world of adolescence. 
“It is a world without bodies. It is 
a world of clear logic and grace. 
It is the best part'of loneliness, 
without the sadness." 

Lightman is at his absolute best 
in these seemingly simple, direct 
and yet poignant explanations of 
the allure of science for Bennett. 
Equally strong are his depictions 
of Bennett’s youth, and here 
Lightman creates a rich cast of 
supporting characters. 

Bennett’s parents are enigmas: 
His mother is an emotional bas- 


ket case and his silent father shuts 
himself off from the rest of the 
family. His Uncle Maury has a 
gambling problem. Bennett and 
his brothers are in effect raised by 
their loving black maid, Florida. 

Told in spare, straightforward 
prose as a series of vignettes, 
gliding back and forth in time 
(not always effortlessly), Good 
Benito follows Bennett as he goes 
to college and becomes a profes- 
sor. 

There are some hilarious and 
touching stories along the way. 
For example Bennett persuades 
his family to build a bomb 
shelter. 

Bennett’s high-school drama 
teacher has an affair with him (he 
never understands what she sees 
in a 17-year-old). Bennett be- 
comes a member of his college 
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“physics elite,” studying with the 
eccentric, magnetic Davis Ja- 
coby. Bennett publishes papers 
and his teaching career takes off. 

And yet his emotional life re- 
mains a piystery to him. He wants 
absolutes. He wants, more than 
anything, to be in control. 

Then he meets Penny, a with- 
drawn soul who becomes his 
wife. The marriage is a disaster. 

Bennett begins helping Penny 
tear herself down. He doesn't un- 
derstand his own cruelty. How to 
regain control? 

Here, Lightman himself loses 
contro! of his narrative. For the 
first time, his “message” (the pu- 
ity of science versus the chaos of 
life) feels forced. A lyrically writ- 
ten but tacked-on fal chapter 
doesn’t belp. 

And so if things fall apart by 
the end of Good Benito, the cen- 
ter still holds. At its heart, this is 
a tender, funny-sad, gently told 
story. Good Lightman.

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Foreign currency reserves at 
record high of $8.5 billion 


HIGH unlinked shekel interest 
rates pushed the country’s for- 
eign currency reserves to a record 
high of $8.493 billion, the Bank 
of Israel reported yesterday. 

The $942 million rise from Jan- 
uary reflected large private sector 
foreign currency sell orders to 
cash in on the current high inter- 
est rates, 

Total foreign currency trading 
was $3.88b. last month. Two-sid- 
ed transactions with commercial 
banks made up 79 percent of for- 
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eign currency transactions. 

The basket of currencies 
inched up 0.5% against the shek- 
6] in February, an annual rise of 
5.76% since the beginning of the 
year. By contrast, the dollar lost 
0.33% against the sheke! last 
month, dropping at an annual 
rate of 5.99%. 

At the end of last month, the 
currency basket exchange rate 


stood 1.79% below the ‘‘crawling 


peg’s”’ midpoint. 

Meanwhile, the state budget 
Tegistered a NIS 70m. deficit last 
month, the Treasury reported. 
Expenditures were NIS 7.1b., 
while revenues totaled NIS 7b. 

The government's net borrow- 
ing was negative, with the Trea- 
sury paying out NIS 148m. more 
than it borrowed. 

Income from the sale of Israel 
Chemicals’ controlling stake to- 


taled NIS 656m. 

Since the beginning of the 
year, the budget has accumulated 
a surplus of NIS 636m. 

Expenditures totaled 
NIS 14.7b., while revenues were 
NIS 15.3b. 

The Treasury paid out 
NIS 531m. more than it bor- 
rowed, and its income from the 
sale of government companies to- 
taled NIS 954m., of which 
NIS 774m. was in foreign 
currency.

Sivan: Lending policy of 


banks not to blame for . 
crisis in capital market ὦ | 


THE crisis prevailing on the capi- 
tal market is so large it does not 
necessarily stem from the banks’ 
lending of credit to customers to 
finance the purchase of securi- 
ties, Bank Hzpoalim board chair- 
man Amiram Sivan said 


yesterday. 

He said Hapoalim has provid- 
ed the public less than NIS 400 
million of the approximately 
NIS 1 billion in credit banks have 
lent customers to purchase 


securities. 

“It could be that our real prob- 
lem is that a large majority of the 
population have lost their savings 
on the capital market because of 
the last two years’ economic poli- 
cy, [and} partly because of the 
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interest rate,’’ said Sivan. 
“There is no doubt that when the 
interest rate goes up, from 10 per- 
cent to 20% and from 11% to 
21%, this changes the worth- 
whileness of the share market, 
and in light of what we are cur- 
rently experiencing, also the 
bond market.” 

Commenting on the recent al- 
legations against Amnon Peled, 
Bank Hapoalim’s Rehovot 
branch investment adviser, Sivan 
said the Securities Authority re- 
leased the worker after one day 
of questioning. 

“The worker was questioned 
for a whole day,”” he said. ““The 


investigation has ended and the 
worker was returned to: us.

Potential bidders nibble at Barings 


LONDON (Reuter) — Bankers 
looking to buy parts of collapsed 
British investment bank Barings 
finally started to nibble yester- 
day, while its administrators tied 
to stem staggering losses trig- 
gered by one maverick dealer in 
Singapore.

Deri lawyers attack Shmulevitz’s credibility

“T signed their names, they signed mine; this was an accepted practice,"” 


ARYEH Deri’s lawyers yesterday continued their attempt to discredit state’s 
witness Ya"acov Shmulevitz, portraying him as a swindler who took loans he 
never repaid and forged signatures as a matter of course. 

In another day of cross examination, defense attorney Dan Avi-Yitzhak 
presented evidence that Shmulevitz had defaulted on loans, contradicting 
Shmulevitz's earlier testimony that he owed money to no one. 


“T want to show the extent of the audacity of this witness. He is making up 
lies out of the blue and he knows it,’’ Avi-Yitzhak said. 

Avi-Yitzhak asked Shmulevitz if he had ever repaid a NIS 10,000 loan he 
had taken out in the late 1980s. Shmulevitz said the loan was repaid when a 


provident fund of his came due. 


But Avi-Yitzhak presented documents showing that the two signatories on 
the loan, one of whom was co-defendent Yom Tov Rubin, had to make good 


on Shinulevitz’s loan. 


“Yom-Tov Rubin was your provident fund,” Avi-Yitzhak said. 

Avi-Yitzhak also showed Shmulevitz checks from the institutions for 
which Shmulevitz had worked in the late 1980’s, Shmulevitz admitted 
forging signatures on several of these checks, but said this was nothing out of 


the ordinary. 


Shmulevitz said. 


“*The police must have showed you hundreds of documents from Lev 
Banim ... were you able to show the police a single signature that was forged 
by some other than yourself?"’ Avi-Yitzhak asked. 

“No, not that I remember,’ Shmulevitz replied. 

Avi-Yitzhak claimed that Shmulevitz continued to act crookedly when he 
left Israel in 1993.

Who laughed?” asked an angered Judge 
Ya’acov Tzemah. ‘‘Anyone who laughs will be ejected from the courtroom 
and may have other action taken against him.’
